BIDDIES WORKING AGAIN. 


The Result Hat Been a Great Drop in 


the Price of Eggc in the Local Mar" 
ket. 


Within the past week eggs have 


taken a drop in price, 
which, the 


wholesalers say. has 
not 
been 


equalled for several years in so short 
a time. From 30 to 35 cents a dozen, 
they have dropped to 18 and 20 cents. 


The supply which the 
wholesale 


dealers in this section of the country 
laid in during the large part of the 
fall season has been almost exhaust- 
ed. Throughout the entire winter, 
they have sold at a high price and 
now the bens have once more found 
it necessary to get to work in order 
to avoid an egg famine. Fresh, "near" 
by" farmer's eggs are coming into the 
local market each day while the sup- 
ply of western eggs is gradually de- 
creasing. 


It is predicted by those who claim 


to know, that within a month's time 
eggs will reach such a low figure that 
all records will be broken. It is said 
by these people that they will go as 
low as ten cents a dozen. When the 
seasons opens up so early, a low 
price is almost sure to follow through- 
out the summer. 


This remarkable drop will not only 


affect the price of eggs, but will reach 
the bakeries, which are called upon 
to use many dozens a day in the mak" 
ing of fancy cakes. 
An all-around 


egg dinner or lunch is not to be 
sneexed at, and the prices now quoted 
by dealers make it a possibility now 
for hen fruit to appear on all tables.

Says the Exeter correspondent of a 


Manchester paper: 
The recent ship- 


ping of smallpox patients from Ips- 
wich, Mass., to Portsmouth, which is 
causing much excitement in the latter 
city, has taken a new turn 
today,

Louisiana purchase was once French 
territory and' in part settled by French 
pioneers before any one dreamed of an 
American or a-French republic, the ap-', 
propriateness «f such a visit from the 
French president will be apparent.' 
President Loxibet has been a great 
traveler during his term of office, has 
several times made sea voyages to Rus- 
sia and Is bound by no such unwritten 
law as that which forbids an American 
president to leave American soil during 
his incumbency of that office. If Pres- 
ident 'Loubet can see his way clear to 
make the journey proposed, he may 
rest assured of the most cordial wel 
come from the American people.

A Good Small Stand. 


A simple bit of woodwork illustrated 


in the Household is the making of a 
little stand that, when finished, with a 
pretty cover, is not only attractive, but 
quite safe, which some light stands are 
not. Two squares are cut from seven- 
eighths inch boards, one of pine and 
the other of some 
handsome, heavy 
wood for the lew- 
er shelf. Let 
these squares be 
seventeen inches 
each way. 
A 


Couple of worn- 
out bamboo fish- 
ing poles will 
furnish four legs. 
Cut them twen- 
ty-seven inches 
In length and fit 
wooden plugs into the hollow ends. 
Round the edges of both squares and 
rub xlown very smoothly the shelf be- 
low, 
for that is to show its surface. 


Bore holes the sixc of the legs in each 
corner of the two squares, beneath the 
top and in the upper surface of the 
shelf, boring but half way through the 
wood. 


When the legs are driven in tightly, 


the ends having first been coated with 
glue, put screws down through the top 
into each leg and qp through the shelf 
from the lower side in the same way. 
Round wooden balls can be had at any 
cabinet maker's and can be screwed 
on beneath the shelf with very king 
screws, a hole having been borea up 
through them previously with a gimlet.
